New York, Sept. 25.—How stupen- 
dous is the power of the little coterie 
of men who govern 
life insurance 
conditions, and how helpless the real 
owners of the great 
life 
Insuraxice 
companies are to prevent wasteful and 
criminal use of their wealth was dem- 
onstrated by John W. Ryckman, the 
owner and editor of the Era Maga- 
zine, who for a year has been investi- 
gating and exposing the corrupt alli- 
ance of the great life insurauce com- 
panies with the Wall street gamblers, 
and who has kept on in his work in 
the teeth of an organized effort to 
drive hhu to the wall and 
silence 
him. 


"In his testimony before the legis- 
lative corcniiitee," said Mr. Ryckman. 
"George W, Perkins made a statement 
so astonishing that even his shrewd 
inquisitor, Lawyer Hughes, stood foi 
a moment amazed and apparently un- 
able to grasp its gravity. Mr. Perkins 
said, In an off-hand way. and ai. par- 
en tly in defense of the methods of in- 
surance companies, ,that in 10 yea,rs 
from now, If It should not write an- 
other dollar of insurance, the New 
York Life Insurance company would 
alone control more than 
$1.000,000, 
000. 
The other two big compañía 
would control another $1,000,000,00!?. 


"Now, think what this means. The 
Mutual I-ife Insiirsjice company and 
the Equitable Society are each approx- 
imately in the same position as theii 
great corporate ally, and their accu- 
mulations in the next 10 years will 
amount to as rauch.Mf not more; sc 
that these three '.nstitutions are bound 
In an indissoluble alliance. 


"Can you conceive a greater danger 
to the republic 
than 
that a sum 
grater than the whole money supply 
of all the 80,000,000 
population 
In 
actual dollars should be controlled and 
handled without rrecourse by a smal] 
coterie of men under a system of or- 
ganized 
audacity 
and 
cunning, 
foi 
which it would be diülcult to cite á 
parallel In history? 


"The fact that the 'Big Three' life 
Insurance companies disbursed in 1904 
the enormous sum of $40,000,000 foi 
management expenses is alone suííl 
d e n t to convict these companies ol 
recklessness. 


"The entire expenses of the whole 
consular and diplomatic service of the 
United States amounted last year to 
less than $2,000.000; the entire inter- 
est on the public debt in the United 
States in 1903 was less than $28,000,- 
000, and the cost of the entire Ameri- 
can naval establishment in 1896 was 
only $27.147.732. 


"Nothing can more strongly 
illus 
trate the awful extravagance of these 
misdirected institutions than a com- 
parison of the steady growth of their 
management expenses with the rela- 
tively small Increase in the volume oí 
their new business. For instance, In 
1904 the total premiums on new busi- 
ness of the Equitable alone were $12,- 
825,527, while 
the 
management ex- 
penses 
were 
$14,846,258; 
the 
total 
premiums on nev/ business of the Mu* 
tual were $14,676,052, while the man- 
agement expenses were 
$16,656,182; 
the total premiums on new business 
of the Nev/ York Llfo were $16.133,- 
823, and the management 
expenses 
$19,447,867. 


"It is very important, I think, thai 
the legislative committee should bring 
out clearly all the facts as to how 
millions of the trust funds of policy- 
holders were used directly by the 'Big 
Three' combine. In league with certain 
railroads and rich Wall street gam- 
blers, in forming the Ironclad 
coal 
trust, which has so robbed the people, 
among them the very 
pollcyhoulers, 
who have been unconscious contribu- 
tors of the funds which has made it 
possible for the coal barons to exact 
unjustly $50,000,000 annually from the 
public." 


58 HORSES ROAGTLD TO CEATH 


Big Stables Containing 200 Carriages 
Destroyed at WilmlnQton, Del. 
Wilmington, IJel., Sept. 20. — Fire 
which completely destroyed the interior 
of McDanliil Brothers' large livery and 
boarding stables on West 11th street, 
consumed aboiit 200 carriages and wag- 
ons, together with tons of hay and feed, 
and roasvted 58 horses to death. Tae loss 
will exceed $60,000,

PIVE KILLED IN 
REAR-END CRASH 


Philadelphia, Sept. 26.—A rear-end 
collision between the east-bound New 
York limited express from St. Louis 
and a local passenger train, which was 
standing at the Paoli station of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, 19 miles west 
of this city, resulted in the death of 
five men and the Injuring of more than 
20 others. The dead are: 


Frank A. Braslow, of Haverford, gen- 
eral agent at Philadelphia of the Safety 
Car Heating and Lighting company. 


George M. Pennypacker, of Philadel- 
phia, foreman of car Inspectors, 


S. S. Walton, of Altoona, Pa, 
Richard Y. Garland, of Narberth, a 
suburb of this city. 


Carl Dunhaur, of Philadelphia, a rail- 
road employe. 


Among the injured are the following: 
Mrs. J. H. Yoorhees. Haverford. Injured 
back; Mrs. A. C. Hiengier, New York, 
shock; Miss E. K. Spangler, Merchant- 
ville, N. J., back hurt; Mrs. Clinton D. 
Flsk, New York, leg brlused; O. Ml- 
lentz, St. Louis, back injured; J. Tra- 
vis, iMont Clair, N. J., porter, face 
bruised; Mrs. Lamotte, Ursona hotel, 
SL Louis, ear cut and shock; C. O, 
Denoi^t, 8-ycar-old boy. St. Louis, back 
cut; D. M. Perrine, Philadelphia, arm 
and two ribs broken; M. F. Elliott, 
Philadelphia^ face cut and arm broken. 


AH thoje who met death were in the 
private car of General Manager Atter- 
bury, which was attached to the rear of 
the local train. Mr. Atterbury is on his 
vacation in Maine. He expected to re- 
turn about October 1, and his car had 
been overhauled preparatory to sending 
it to Maine to bring him home. It waa 
sent out for a test run and was at- 
tached to a local train from Paoli for 
this city. In the car at the time of the 
collision were about a dozen men who 
had been engaged In overhauling the 
:ar. 
Those who v/ere not killed were 
Injured. 


The local train was made up In the 
Paoli yard on the north side of the 
railroad and switched across to the 
east-bound track No. 1, on the south 
side, and came to a stop at the station. 
Before the switchCB could be set the 
New York limited came along at mod- 
crate speed on the No. 2 east-bound 
track, took the cross-over switch and 
crashed inio the local train. The force 
of the collision was so great that the 
engine of the limited ploughed 10 feet 
Into the private car, and the latter was 
forced half way through the day coac 
ahead. 


Hundreds of railroad men from the 
yards 
came 
quickly to the rescue. 
Nearly all the injured were at once 
placed on the forward cars of the local 
train, which was run to this city as a 
special. 
It 
stopped at Brwn Mawr, 
where half a dozen of the injured were 
taken to the Bryn Mawr hospital, and 
the others were brought here and sent 
to various hoi=pitals. Some of the slight- 
ly injured on the limited did not leave 
the train, which also proceeded as soon 
as aiiother locomitlve could, be obtained 
from the yarda. 


Four of those who lost their lives 
Vi^ere killed almost instantly. The fifth 
man, Richard Garland, died in the Uni- 
versity hospital in this city.

IITLE tho whole world U 
filled •with amazement, and 
even ootistornatiou, at the 
victorious arms of Japan 
alike on sea and land, few 
people Kive a thought to 
the wonderful powder kiK>wn as "shl- 
rnose," after it» inffafllouji 
expert 
clicml9t-faiventor, which has wrought 
such terrtflc havoc among the hosts of 
imperial Russia. 


As all the world knows, ovcry nation 
has its own pet rifle for the army, and 
Its peculiar theories about naval ord- 
nance also. 
Germany swears by her 
Mauser, we have our Lec-Enfleld, nnd 
so on. Similarly, every nation has its 
own "high 
explosive," the 
British 
cordite, the French melinite, etc. 
In 
all cases the various government chem- 
ists pursue their Investigations and 
experiments in absolute secrecy. 


As in all other departments of Ja- 
pan's wonderful work, an all but im- 
penetrable veil of secrecy has been 
drawn over the Investigations and even 
tlic personality of her chemist in ex- 
plosives, Dr. Glan Shlmose. He was 
born in the very 
humblest 
circum- 
stances in the province of Hiroshima 
some forty seven years ago, when rail- 
ways and regular steamers were prac- 
tically unknown in the Island empire. 
And yet as a youth Shlmose deter- 
mined to make his way to the capital, 
although it is over 4S0 miles from his 
native village in Hiroshima to Tokio. 


That his plans were already fully de- 
veloped in his mind will be seen from 
the fact that on reaching the Japanese 
capital he was able to pass a fairly 
stiff examination at once, and forth- 
with gained the first round in the bat- 
tle of his life by entering the Imperial 
Universitj'—surely one of the most go- 
ahead academical institutions in the 
world, not even excepting Yale, Har- 
vard and Columbia. 


But his studies In the home village 
were necessarily limited for want of 
books; and now on ai'rival In the groat, 
rambling, teeming city of Tokio we find 
Shimose compelled to beg and borrow 
text books from ex-students who took 
pity on him, and he has been known to 
stay up whole nights copying some of 
these by hand in order that the books 
themselves 
might 
be faithfully re- 
turned to their owners in the shortest 
possible time. 


It is no exaggeration to say that 
young Shimose quite commonly felt the 
pinch of actual starvation. 
Certain it 
is that he was ordinarily without the 
few coppers necessary for the barber 
or the bath man. 
It need hardly be 
said that the future hero of his country 
passed every examination with perfect 
precision; yet, strange to say, after 
graduating with the highest honors, 
he could find no better employment 
than assistant in a humble printing 
office at wages which appear to us sim- 
ply laughable—something under 
ten 
shillings a week! 


But even in those days of obscurity 
Shimose's restless spirit was caSting 
about for openings for his ability. 
He 
was wondering what his destiny had 
mapped out for him,and had, moreover, 
a craze for "bettering himself" that 
would have done credit to a conscien- 
tious city clerk. He became so skilful 
in the printing ofiice that it suddenly 
occurred to him he might get employ- 
ment from the Government in this 
way, and at length, after many demon- 
strations of his ability, he was given, 
on trial, a somewhat responsible posi- 
tion in tho Government Printing Works 
in Tokio. 


It was at this stage of his career 
that Shimose turned his thoughts to 
invention, and naturally enough, he 
began operations in connection with his 
own employment. After many experi- 
ments he succeeded in producing the 
curious ink which is now used in Japan 
for banknotes and paper money gen- 
erally, i^iHl which renders forgery nnd 
alteration practically Impossible. 
The 
secret, like all Japanese secrets, was so 
well kept that 
the productions of the 
very ablest 
counterfeiters were 
in- 
stantly detected. 


It was while employed in the Gov- 
ernment Printing Works that Shimose 
turned his attention to naval and mili- 
tary implements of all kinds, offensive 
and defensive. 
He was brought Into 
contact with naval and military orti- 
cers, both foreign and native, and be- 
gan to discuss eagerly with them the 
components of the various high ex- 
plosives used throughout the world. 


lie soon saw that most of the smoke- 
less powders of the world—and, indeed, 
also the Japanese service powder In 
use at that time, and known as "men 
kayaku"—had 
very 
serious 
defects. 
The "men kayaku" had been adopted 
by the Japanese Government as a kind 
of compromise, and it certainly pos- 
sessed the best qualities and fewest de- 
fects of all the service powders of 
Great Britain, France, Germany and 
Uussia. 
Unfortunately, when dry the 
slightest concussion was apt to set it 
off. and it was found absolutely neces- 
sary by the then war chemist of Japan 
to add at least twenty per cent, of 
moisture to it if It were to be consld- 
wed at aU safe« 


But like all high explosives, the stuff 
was extremely capricious and delicate, 
and the slightest excess of moisture 
caused it to become entirely non-ex- 
plosive. 
It was also very delicate to 
keep, and In a year would dry up com- 
pletely. 
In some respects the "mea 
kayaku" resembled the American "ger- 
altine," which is tremendous in power, 
but Is apt to get frozen iu very cold 
weather, and this fact has brought 
about very terrible tragedies In mines 
and elsewhere. 


After a time Japan grew extremely 
dissatisfied with her service powder, 
and began to make inquiries about the 
American "moshlite," French 
"meli- 
nite," and the "lopllt" of Germany. 
Dr. Shimose resolved one day to de- 
vote himself entirely to the production 
of a new powder which should be as 
perfect as it was humanly possible to 
make it. 
He would, he said to him- 
self, devote years to the work, if nec- 
essary. 


To the writer, who met him recently 
In Sasebo, tlie great naval arsenal of 
Japan, the doctor declared modestly 
that he had spent "a little over eleven 
years" In producing the terrible explo- 
sive which now bears his name. He is 
an exceedingly modest little man, this 
war chemist of .Japan; and not from 
himself, but from high Government of- 
ficials, was I able to learn that he was 
in the habit of spending entire days 
and nights in his laboratory, working 
year after year, upon his powder. 


On one occasion he was nearly blind- 
ed for life by a premature explosion 
during one of his experiments. 
Very 
frequently his hands and fingers were 
dreadfully burned; but nothing ever 
seemed to turn him from his purpose, 
and at length, when the now famous 
"shimose powder"was a perfect chem- 
ical compound, he took it modestly to 
his Government, 
with 
results now 
known to all the world, 


"It is the most wonderful stuff I 
have ever come across," remarked a 
Japanese artillery Major to the writer. 
"I have seen Shimose heap coals of 
fire on a stack of It, bang it Avith all 
his force with an iron mallet, and even 
fire shot Into it. But the most alarm- 
ing thing he could make It do under 
these and other conditions was to burn 
feebly like tar, and give off a sickly 
smoke. But only use the simple little 
chemical fulminating device which its 
inventor has provided for it and tlien, 
indeed, you will see the force which 
has annihilated the power of imperial 
Itussia, 


"Dr. Shimose once sprinkled some of 
his powder in a circle on a flat iron 
surface two inches thick, and when he 
caused it to explode the mere powder 
alone drove a hole right through the 
iron, exactly the same size as tlie ring 
of powder. 
This is one very peculiar 
feature of the shimose powder. I was 
present at a confidential experiment 
conducted by the Imperial Naval De- 
partment which interested me very 
much. 
Great bulks of massive oak 
timber were piled up twenty feet high 
in a square of nine feet, forming a 
kind of massive tower. 


"A shell was fired at this from a six- 
inch naval gun, and tlie effect was 
truly amazing. 
Tho tower of prac- 
ticaly solid oak -was not only battered, 
the timber was splintered and pulver- 
ized—shattered into 
fragments 
and 
scattered like shavings. 
I have seen 
this wonderful powder, which we. at 
any rate, consider superior to that used 
by any other great Power in the woidd, 
lirst strike through an object, and then 
expend all the terrific force of its ex- 
plosion many feet beyond it. It seems 
to possess several distinct energies."— 
London Daily Mail.

All those who met death were In the 
private car of General Manager Atter- 
bury, which was attached to the rear oí 
the local train. Mr. Atterbury is on hla 
vacation in Maine. He expected to re­ 
turn about October 1, and his car had 
been overhauled preparatory to sending 
it to Maine to bring him home. It waa 
sent out for a test run and was at­ 
tached to a local train from Paoli for 
this city. In the car at the time of the 
sollislon were about a dozen men who 
had been engaged in overhauling the 
;ar. Those who v/ere not killed were 
Injured. 
The local train was made up In the 
Paoll yard on the north side of the 
railroad and switched across to the 
east-bound track No, 1, on the south 
side, and came to a stop at the station, 
Before the switches could be set the 
New York limitpd came along at mod­ 
erate speed on the No. 2 east-bound 
track, took the cross-over switch and 
crashed into the local train. The force 
of the collision was so great that the 
engine of the limited ploughed 10 feet 
Into the private car, and the latter was 
forced half way through the day coac 
ahead. 
Hundreds of railroad men from the 
yards 
came 
quickly to the rescue. 
Nearly all the injured were at once 
placed on the forward cars of the local 
train, which was run to this city as i\ 
special, 
It 
stopped at Brwn Mawr, 
where half a dozen of the injured wore 
taken to the Bryn Mawr hospital, and 
the otliers were brought here and sent 
to various hospitals. S<3me of the slight­ 
ly injured on the limited did not leave 
tho train, which also proceeded as soon 
as another locomitive could be obtained 
from the yarda. 
Four of those who lost their lives 
v/ere killed almost Instantly. The fifth 
man, Richard Garland, died in tho Uni­ 
versity hospital in this city.

TITLE tho whole world li 
fllied with amazement, and 
even constornatlon, at the 
victorious arms of Japan 
alike on sea and land, few 
people Kive a thought to 
the wonderful powder known as “shl- 
mofie/* after it» InRaolou« nnd expert 
clietnlirt-kiveiitor, which has wrought 
such terrMc havoc among the hosts of 
imperial Rnasia. 
As all the world knows, every nation 
has its own pet rifle for the army, and 
Its peculiar theories about naval ord­ 
nance also. 
Germany swears by her 
Mauser, we have our Lee-Enfleld, nnd 
so on. Similarly, every nation has its 
own “high 
explosive,the 
British 
cordite, the French melinite, etc. In 
all cases the various government chem­ 
ists pursue their investigations and 
experiments in absolute secrec5\ 
As in all other departments of Ja­ 
pan's wonderful work, an all but im­ 
penetrable veil of secrecy has been 
drawn over the Investigations and even 
tlie personality of her chemist In ex­ 
plosives, Dr. Gian Shimose. He W'as 
born in the very humblest circum­ 
stances in the province of Hiroshima 
some forty seven years ago, when rail­ 
ways and regular steamers were prac­ 
tically unknown in the island empire. 
And yet as a youth Shimose deter­ 
mined to make his way to the capital, 
although it is over 480 miles from his 
native village in Hiroshima to Tokio. 
That his plans were already fully de­ 
veloped in his mind will be seen from 
the fact that on reaching the Japanese 
capital he was able to pass a fairly 
stiff examination at once, and forth­ 
with gained the first round in the bat­ 
tle of his life by entering the Imperial 
Uni versi tj^—surely one of the most go- 
ahead academical institutions In the 
world, not even excepting Yale, Har­ 
vard and Columbia. 
But his studies in the home village 
were necessarily limited for wMnt of 
books; and now on arrival in the groat, 
rambling, teeming city of Tokio we find 
Shimose compelled to beg and borrow 
text books from ex-students who took 
pity on him. and he has been known to 
stay up whole nights copying some of 
those by hand in order that the books 
themselves 
might 
be faithfully re­ 
turned to their owners In the shortest 
possible time. 
It Is no exaggeration to say that 
young Shimose quite commonly felt the 
pinch of actual starvation. Certain it 
is that he was ordinarily without the 
few coppers necessary for the barber 
or the bath man. 
It need hardly be 
said that the future hero of his country 
passed every examination with perfect 
precision; yet, strange to say, after 
graduating with tlie highest honors, 
he could find no better employment 
than assistant in a humble printing 
office at wages which appear to us sim­ 
ply laughable—something under ten 
shillings a week! 
But even in those days of obscurity 
Shimose\s restless spirit Avas caSting 
about for openings for his ability. He 
W'as wondering what his destiny had 
mapped out for him,and had, moreover, 
a craze for “bettering himself that 
would have done credit to a conscien­ 
tious city clerk. He became so skilful 
in the printing oiQce that it suddenly 
occurred to liim he might get employ­ 
ment from the Government in this 
way, and at length, after many demon­ 
strations of his ability, he was given. 


But like all high explosives, the stuff 
was extremely capricious and delicate, 
and the slightest excess of moisture 
caused it to become entirely non-ex« 
plosive. It was also very delicate to 
keep, and In a year would dry up com­ 
pletely. 
In some respects the “mea 
kayaku’^ resembled the American “ger* 
altine/' which is tremendous in power, 
but Is apt to get frozen in very cold 
weather, and this fact has brought 
about very terrible tragedies in mines 
and elsewhere. 
After a time Japan grew extremely 
dissatisfied with her service powder, 
and began to make Inquiries about the 
American “moshlite,'^ French “meli* 
nlte,” and the “lopllf* of Germany. 
Dr. Shimose resolved one day to de­ 
vote himself entirely to the production 
of a new powder which should be as 
perfect as it was humanly possible to 
make it. 
He would, he said to him­ 
self, devote years to the 'work, if nec­ 
essary. 
To the writer, who met him recently 
in Sasebo, tlie gi'eat naval arsenal of 
Japan, the doctor declared modestly 
that he liad spent “a little over eleven 
years’’ in producing the terrible explo- 
sive which now bears his name. He is 
an exceedingly modest little man, this 
war chemist of .Tapan; and not from 
himself, but from high Government of­ 
ficials, was I able to learn that he was 
in the habit of spending entire days 
and nights in his laboratory, working 
year after year, upon his powder. 
On one occasion he was nearly blind­ 
ed for life by a premature explosion 
during one of his experiments. 
Very 
frequently his hands and fingers were 
dreadfully burned; but nothing ever 
seemed to turn him from his purpose, 
and at length, Avhen the now famous 
‘‘shimose powder’^was a perfect chem­ 
ical compound, he took it modestly to 
his Government, 
with 
results now 
known to all the world, 
“It is the most w’^onderful stuff I 
have ever come across,’' remarked a 
Japanese artillery Major to the writer. 
“I have seen Shimose heap coals of 
fire on a stack of it, bang it with all 
his force with an iron mallet, and even 
fire shot into it. But the most alarm­ 
ing thing he could make it do under 
these and other conditions was to burn 
feebly like tar, and give off a sickly 
smoke. But only use the simple little 
chemical fulminating device which its 
inventor has provided for it and tlien, 
indeed, you will see the force which 
has annihilated the power of imperial 
Kussia. 
“Dr. Shimose once sprinkled some of 
his pow'der in a circle on a flat iron 
surface two inches thick, and when he 
caused it to explode the mere powder 
alone drove a hole right through the 
iron, exactly the same size as tlie ring 
of pow'der. This is one very peculiar 
feature of the shimose powder. I ^vas 
present at a confidential experiment 
conducted by the Imperial Naval De­ 
partment which interested me very 
much. 
Great bulks of massive oak 
timber were piled up twenty feet high 
in a square of nine feet, forming a 
kind of massive tower. 
“A shell was fired at this from a six- 
inch naval gun, and the effect was 
truly amazing. 
The tow^er of prac- 
ticaly solid oak was not only battered, 
the timber was splintered and pulver­ 
ized—shattered Into 
fragments and 
scattered like shavings. 
I have seen 
this wonderful powder, which we, at

It was while employed in tho Gov- 
crnnient Printing Works that Shimose 
turned his attention to naval and mili­ 
tary implements of all kinds, offensive 
and defensive. 
He was brought Into 
contact with naval and military orti- 
cers, both foreign and native, and be­ 
gan to discuss eagerly with them the 
components of the various high ex­ 
plosives used throughout the world.

’A SCIENTIFIC TRICK. 
In making ornament«! designs and 
▼ arlous other things, especially photo­ 
graph frames, it is desirable to be 
able to di^iiw an oval. 
Of course you know aH about the 
old method of drawing ovals with the 
aid of two pins and a piece of string, 
but I don’t believe you have ever 
heard that si very satisfactory oval of 
any desired size and proportions can 
be drawn with a pair of compasses as 
easily as a circle can bo drawn. 
All that is necessary is to wrap your 
paper around a cylinder of proper 
size—It may be a round ruler, a cur­ 
tain pole, a round post or column, a 
stove pipe or a largo or small bottle, 
according to 
cirouuistances. 
The 
longtli of the oval will bo eqxial to 
the diameter of the circle whicli the

compasses •would draw on a Hat sur­ 
face if oppned to the same extent. 
The breadth of the oval will deiDond 
on the size of the cylinder used. 
Ovals drawn in this way are not 
true ellipses such as are made Avith 
the pins and string, but they can 
Roarcely be distinguished from ellipses 
and are just as good for the openiiiss 
in ])botograph mats and most other 
ornamental purposes.—New York Eve­ 
ning Mail.

ed by Swedish vessels

Section 12 of the Act of Assembly of 
June IS, 1S95, declares that **A11 pnnci- 
pais or other persons in charge of schools 
as aforesaid (namely, public, private, pa- 
rochial, iSuiulay or other school) are here- 
by required to refuse the admission of any 
child to the schools under their charge or 
supervision, except upon a certificate sign- 
ed by a physician, setting forth that such 
child has been successfully vaccinated, or 
that it has previously had small-pox," 


Section 21 of the same Act provides 
**That the penalty for failure, neglect or 
refusal to comply with or violation otthis 
requirement shall, for every offence, upon 
conviction thereof before any njayor, bur- 
gess, alderman, police magistrate of jus- 
tice of the peace, be a fine or penalty of 
not less than 
or more than 5>100, and 
in default of payment thereof, imprison- 
ment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding sixty days."

Carrutli, whose duty it was- to bring 
order out of all this confusion, seemed 
to bo everywiiere at once, directing, 
exhorting, reproving, his eyes, 
ears 
flnd tongue all busy at the same time. 


"Here, Jim, put thosc^ steel rods in 
iho corner of that B. & A. car! They're 
going up to Caribou. 
Come on with 
those tierces of lard, boys! 
If you 
don't move faster. lliey'Jl melt bcl'oro 
you get 'em out of the shed. 
Hustle, 
everybody!

Down the steps from tho office at tho 
upper end of the shed came a biling 
clerk, \s;l{h a small brown note book 
In his hand. 
Tliis he passed to the 
foreman, who immediately raised his 
voice in a shout to a black-haired 
young Irishman, who Avas taking ac- 
count of the incoming freight two 
doors away. 


^'Here's a job of blind checking for 
you, Dan! Go down to track iive with 
this cotton book, and count the bales 
Jn those eleven cars for tho Leadbetter 
Mills. 
Get back as soon as you can. 
I'll take your place at the door while 
you're ¿;one. 


Daniel Harrigan received the book 
from the hand of his superior, walked 
rapidly down the shed, and stepped 
Into tho freight yard. 
It was quarter 
past eight on a fogg-y April morning, 
one of those drizzly spring days when 
everything is damp and sticky. 
A 
Ihick mist hung over the yard, 
Invisi- 
'ble shifting engines puffed licre and 
there, with much clanging of 
bolls 
and shrill of whistling. 


With senses on the alert, tlie freight 
handler crossed the tracks, carefully 
avoiding the frogs and switches. 
His 
destination was the extreme end of 
the hirgo yard, a full quarter mile from 
the shed. Presently the square end of 
the first car that was to be tallied ap- 
peared through the fog. Harrigan con. 
suited his book to make sure that he 
had the correct jiumber. •went up to 
tht door, and broke tho little seal of 
l^ad and Avire. 


The Interior Avas filled Avlth cotton 
^ales, each Avelghing about five hun- 
dred pounds. They Avere covered Avith 
l)urlap, and encircled by steel bands 
/ut on under hydraulic pressure, typi- 
cal specimens of the thousand sent 
yearly from Southern plantations to 
iieAV Englajid mills. 


As the staple AA'as quoted at tAveh-e 
cents n pound, and as from forty to 
sixty bales n'ere loaded into each car, 
Its contents had an average value of 
tliree thousand dollars. 
A 
mistake 
In the tally, resulting in the addition 
or omission of a single bale Avould 
make a difference of perliaps $00. 


The teams from the Leadbetter Mills 
on tliQ outskirts of the city Avoukl be- 
gin to empty the cars that afternoon, 
itnd it Avas customary for the railroad 
to take careful account of all. goods 
before delivery, 
Then, In case a ship- 
ment ran short, tho company Avould be 
Able to shoAV that tlie blame must be 
placed olseAvhere. 


The task of counting the cotton was 
a responsible one, and Foreman Car- 
ruUi had put his best man on tJie 
job. 


Harrigan climbwl to tho top of the 
bales. 
TJiey Avure from five to five 
nnd a half feet long, something under 
n 
yard 
Avide, 
and 
tAventy-tAvo 
to 
tAA^enty-six inches thick. 
They were 
get on end, three abreast; ajid as tJie 
distance from fioor lo roof Avas ap- 
proximately seven feet and a half, an 
empty space of tAVo feet Avas left 
above their tops. 


ForAA'ard crawled the tallyman on 
liis hands and knees, taking note of 
each separate bale Avilii ]iis 
fingers, 
iind registering it mentally at the same 
time. 


Jjy the system of 'blind cJiecking" 
iinder Avliich lie Avorked, only the car 
numbers Avere set duAvn In the note 
book handed to Jiim, and he Avas given 
no inlding as to how many bales he 
iWas expected to fijid. When the re- 
«ult of his Jabors was j-eported at the 
office, the clerks there compared it 
iivltb the way-bills. 


The 
first 
car contained 
fifty-four 
bales. 
Harrigan 
dropped 
to 
the 
ground, entered the number iu his 
hook and closed the door. 
He thea 
broke the aea> of the next car. 
In a 
Uw. mmutes lie had fiolnbed hlu work

in this car also, and charged forty- 
eight against It. Five cars more Avere 
examined -without special incident. 


AVith a strong jerk Harrigan broke 
tho seal of the eighth car, shoA-ed the 
door open just enough to alloAV his body 
to pass, and Avas soon scrambling in 
the darkness over tlie burlapped ends. 
As tho roof AA-as loAver than those of 
the other cars, there was barely eigh- 
teen inches of open space, and his 
progress Avas much sloA^-er. 


On through the gloom 
crept the 
freight handler, fingering the rough 
edges, and counting in an undertone 
as he made his tally. 


"Sixteon—seventeen—eightet^n—" His 


head bumped against a cross-beam of 
the roof, and he stooped low to pass 
beneath it.

The last number Avas neA'-er finished, 
but died aAvay in a muflled cry of sur- 
prise and consternation; for the tAA'cn- 
tieth bale was not there! 


Tho tAvo hands that he thrust for- 
Avard, 
expecting 
to 
strike 
burlap, 
touched nothing. 
Down pitched Har- 
rigan head foremost into a cavity just 
large enough to admit his body. 
He 
cau.irJit unavailingly Avith his 
fingers 
at tlie coarse bag.iring. but so Avell had 
the hydraulic press done its AA^orli that 
he could grasp no slack in his frantic 
clutchings, and his course AA-as not ar- 
rested till he struck the hard Avooden 
floor. 
The sudden shock doubled up 
his finger tips and drove back his 
hands. 
His Jiead came down upon the 
planks Avith a stunning crack 
that 
made him fbr the moment half-in- 
sensible. 


When tho car Avas being loaded at 
Memphis, there had been found In the 
shipment one bale considerably broader 
than tho others. 
It Avas placed at ono 
end of the seventh row from the door, 
and a bale of ordinary size Avas put at 
tlie other end. TJie space between the 
two Avas of necessity left vacant, as it 
Avas not broad enough to admit an- 
other bale. 
This formed the caA'ity 
ii:to which, two weeks later, Daniel 
Harrigan Avas unlucky enough to fall. 


For perhaps thirty seconds the young 
Irishman remained inactive, recoA'er- 
ing from the effects of the bloAv upon 
the top of his skull. 
His cap had been 
pulled on so tightly that it had not 
fallen oit Avhen ho plunged dOAvnAvard; 
hence it slightly broke the force of his 
fall. 
With returning consciousness, 
hoAvover, he began to feci a shooting 
pain in his temples. 


The second finger, too, on Ills right 
hand had been severely sprained, and 
the nail split down to the quick, so 
that it AA'as bleeding freely, 
Tho full 
Aveight of his body resting upon the 
crown of his ]jead strained the neck 
muscles seA'orely, and he struggled to 
raise himself on the palms of

hands. 


The change of position had a A'cry 
unexpected result. 
All the contents 
of his pockets poured dOAvn upon the 
fioor under his noso in a jangling cas- 
cade. 
He could hear the copper and 
silver coins and his jack-knife clinking 
together on the planks.

The situation had a ludicrous as Avell 
as an unpleasant side. 
Hoat should 
he ever pick up all that loose change

Avas to restore Ills 
heels and his head to their normal 
positions, 


Harrigan did not anticipate any spe- 
cial dlificulty in doing this. But Avhen 
he strove to bend his body over, so 
that he might stand upright, ho found 
that the cavity Avas too confined to 
permit 
it. 
111» 
shoulders 
almost 
touched tho bales on each side, Avhlle 
tho one over Avhicli he had just crept 
projected so far forward that the open 
siiace Avas barely eighteen inches from 
front to back. 
It Avas, if anything, a 
little larger at the bottom than at the 
lop, and tJiis increased the difiiculty 
of his undertaking. 


He triiHl to push first one bale and 
then the other a little farther aAvaj^ to 
gain more room, but all to no avail. 
His efforts finally conA^inced Jiim tJiat 
his only way of escape Avas to lift him- 
self upAvai-d and backward, until he 
could regain a position on the top of 
the cotton. 


The checker lifted himself at arms' 
length on the palms of his hands, and 
tried to stick the tips of his toes Into 
the space between the two bales be- 
hind him\ but he could not reach back 
far enough. 


He ran his finders up and dowK the 
rctJiCb burlap, seeking some loose f^Uct, 


but finding none. 
Sò lonjt 
ho oonhl 
push with his hands against the floor 
he could raise his body; but once at 
arms' length, he had nothing to press 
against, as the bales aCforded no hand- 
hold, 
His strength was of little ser- 
vice, for it could be exerted only 
througli a feAv inches of sp«ce. 


By this time it had daAvned upon 
Harrigan that he Avas in a very serious 
dilemma. 
The blood had flowed into 
his head and arms In such abundance 
that it had become positively painful. 
He seemed to be gi'OAving all pulse. 


Once more he explored tlio surface 
of the bales Avith his fingers, but found 
it absolutely unyielding. 
Those AA'ho 
know cotton only as a soft, iluCfy sub- 
stance can have no conception of the 
hardness it assumes under the com- 
press. 
No, there Avas no chance to 
get hold of the burlap; but in one 
place, Avhere there Avas a slight hol- 
loAv, he Avas able to press his finger 
tips doAvn on the edge of a steel band. 


Insignificant as the leverage Avas, it 
enabled him to raise his body.

tiously he -worked his Avay up and 
backAAMrd, 
His knees Avere almost on 
the top of the bale; another effort, and 
he Avould be safely out of his predica- 
ment 
But as he pushed -Avith all his 
might on the sharp top of tho steel 
band his fingers slipped off. DoAvn he 
fell, aud again his hands rested on 
the floor of the car. 


Harrigan at last realized that his 
life AA'as actually in peril. 
If he could 
not get out now, Avhen his strength 
was 
practically 
\inimpaired. 
Avhat 
chance aa'ouUI he have later! 
With 
numb fingers, SAvelled by the inrush- 
Ing blood, he fumblec^ once more up 
and doAvn the cotton. 
He found the 
band on AA'hich he had raised himself 
before, and stroA'c to repeat ^Is at- 
tempt; but he fell heaviU* back, this 
time striking on his head.» 


A train rumbled by. shaking 
the 
ground and making the car tremble 
under him. 
He heard two brakeir.en 
calling out to each other, and tried to 
attract their atenttion; but his' A'oice 
Avas smothered in that narroAV cavity. 


A heaAW, painful droAVSiness was 
creeping OA^er the freight handler, a 
strange, dull apathy that frightened 
him. 
His strength AA-as gradually ebb- 
ing away. Tho part of his body beloAA^ 
or ratlier, as noAA^ situated, abOA'e his 
Avaist, 
Avas losing its feeling. 
The 
blood surged tlirough his brain 
so 
strongly that it tlireateued to depriA^e 
him of 
consciousness. 
Insensibility 
Avas coming on, and insensibility meant 
death. 


liarrigan's toes Avere almost on tho 
top of tho bale over which he had 
crept. 
I-Ie had only to raise himself a 
littl-e more tnan tAA'o feet to have his 
bootsolcs touch the celling behind the 
beam he had craAvled under. By press- 
ing the backs of his heels hard against 
this beam he could get sufiiclont lever- 
age to help himself out. 
The distance 
was trifilng, but there seemed abso- 
lutely nothing he could grasp to lift 
himself with. 


Again he felt blindly along tho bale 
In front of him. and thrust his fingers 
into the spaces between it and the ad- 
jacent bales on each side. 
When cot- 
ton leaves the compress, the burlap 
on the edges that have been lowest in 
the press is tight to the point of burst- 
ing, while that about the upper edges 
is much looser. 
Fortunately for Har- 
rigan, the.tAVo corners turned tOAvard 
him. as the bale stood on end, Avere 
those round Avhich the covering was 
lose. 
This apparently trivial circum 
stance saved his life. 


The cwners gave him something to 
grip. 
Numbed and SAA^oIlen though his 
fingers 
Avere, he found that by press- 
ing them hard against his palms he 
could gather in a very respectable 
handful of the bagging. This gaA^o him 
purchase enough to lift his weight. 


Halslng his hands very 
gradually 
and hardly daring to breathe, inch by 
inch he worked himself up and back 
in agony, clutching the coarse edges 
AVitli desperate caution. 
To slip back 
noAV Avould be fatal. Little by little he 
pushed his toes back over the bale be- 
hind him. 
He lifted one of his heels, 
and it touched the beam. In a moment 
it Avas pressed behind tlie firm AA'ood. 
A litti<> more, and he Avould he safe! 


Shifting his gi-asp with almost im- 
perceptible movements, he raised his 
body siowly and painfully. Ked lights 
danced before his eyes; the roaring of 
the ocean was in his ears. Up, up, up! 
If lie could only keep his senses a few 
seconds more! His body was now Avell 
over the tops of the bales behind him, 
but he did not dai-e to let go yet. 


One handful more, one hurried, vio- 
lent thrust that sent him back from 
tlie edge of the dangerous caA'lty, and. 
safe at last, he fainted dead aAvay on 
the top of tho cotton.—Youth's Coxn- 


The "flicker'* sometimes noticed In 
Ilirhtning proves to be due to tho fact 
that soA'eral flashes—sometimes five or 
six—folloAV one path too rapidly to bo 
separated by the eye. The trails shoAvn 
in photographs of very bright flashes 
are caused by Incandescence produced 
in the air for a very brief period. 


A quite extraordinary combination of 
merits, Is claimed iu France for a now 
explosive, Avhich consists of a mixture 
of powdered aluminum and nitrate of 
ammonlutn. 
It is not liable to spon- 
taneous combustion, cannot be prema- 
turely exploded by shock or friction, 
burns only AA^ith difiiculty, is not aflPect- 
ed by frost or dampness, and the gases 
from its explosion are harmless. 


An inventor has hit upon a method of 
putting Avhat are practically stone soles 
on boots and shoes. He mixes a AA^ater- 
proof glue AvIth a suitable quantity of 
clean quartz sand and spreads it over 
the leather soles used as a foundation. 
These quartz soles are said to be very 
flexible and practically indestructible, 
and to give tho foot a firm hold even 
on the most slippciy surface,—Chicago 
Journal.

A Western rail-way Is making some 
radical changes in the personnel of its 
employes, and it is now predicted that 
all the smaller stations on its lino 
eventually will be In charge of women 
—for it Is the Introduction of women 
atation agents which constitutes the 
novelty. The Innovation was first in- 
troduced a year ago, the experiment 
atarting with one woman, -who turned 
but a most valuable assistant. 
Not 
only were her monthly accounts models 
of neatness and accuracy, but she had 
been In the office but a short time be- 
fore she began to offer valuable sug- 
gestions as to how to make the road 
popular -with the people along the line. 
The full measure of her capability was 
not discovered, however, until the of- 
ficials made a tour of inspection,.when 
the woman's station was found to be 
the best kept one on the road. Inquiry 
revealed that since she had taken the 
station it had ceased to be a lounging 
place, there was no rowdyism, and the 
floors and benches were now clean. 
This exceptionally good record encour- 
aged the road to experiment further,

men agents» and there have been fe-wer 
complaints in consequence.—Vogue.

One shade made 
of this material Is cupola shape, and 
has the ribs outllnoi by narrow dou- 
ble folds of silk, gathered through tlie 
centre and twisted around the gath- 
iering sti'ing, so that it has a -whirling 
appearance. 
Pink silk is gathered In 
the form of a crown, at tlie top, leav- 
ing a Ti'Ide stiff heading which Is gath- 
ered so full at its base that It stands 
up straight of itself. 
The crown is 
protected from the heat of the lamp by 
an inner circle of Isinglass. An effect- 
ive fringe to hrng from the lower rim 
is made from a double fold of cretonne, 
four Inches wide, cut to within a 
quarter of an inch of the two edges 
Into sti'ipes not the least bit over an 
eighth of an inch Tvide.

MUNICIPAL CHILD- 
REARING IN ENGLAND, 


An Interesting Experiment That }• 
Being Carried on in the Manufae* 
turing Town of Huddersfield, 


Tho town of Huddorsileld, England, 
which stands in the front rank of the 
cities that have adopted the plan of 
public utilities owned and controlled 
by the municipal authorities, has re^ 
cently 
taken a further step and pro- 
vided for child-rearing under official di- 
rection. Realizing that a large part of 
the death rate among the poor was of 
infants under one year of age, owing to 
Insufficient or unintelligent care and 
nourishment, the Mayor of the city of- 
fered a bonus of $4 to every child 
born in one of the districts that should 
attain the age of twelve months. This 
offer, which is to hold good during the 
term of the present Incumbent's May- 
oralty, led the local health authorities 
to consider whether steps should not 
be taken toward saving the lives of In* 
fants. 


Accordingly they decided to ofTer a re. 
ward of one shilling to the first person 
who should inform the medical officer 
of the birth of a child within forty- 
eight hours of its occurrence. 
Tho 
mother is then to be visited by physi- 
cians and women health visitors, M^ho 
will instruct her as to the best methods 
of feeding, washing and clothing the 
child, while, in addition, detailed in- 
structions are to be prepared and print- 
ed for general distribution. 


The health visitors will also examine 
the homes of the mothers and factories 
and other places where women are em- 
ployed, and cases where deaths of 
children under one year have occurred 
will be Investigated. 
Furthermore, a 
year's experiment will be iindertakon 
with a day nursery, Avhere children will 
be cared for and sterilized milk will 
be supplied for the babies. 
Hurtdors- 
field Js a manufarturing town, and th^« 
authorities consider that its present 
strength can best be preserved through 
maintaining its native labor. 
The?' 
therefore believe Uiat' if the inrant 
mortality Is reduced to a minimum a 
large majority of the children will 
grow to manhood 
and "womanhood. 
The experiment is interesting.—Har- 
per's Weekly.

Journeys into the country 
are generally made on foot. When I 
left camp on October 10 the tempera- 
ture was zero. 
About Christmas it 
gets down to GO below. Then it mod- 
erates to about 40, and that is con- 
sidered very mild weather. One doesn't 
feel it as much as he would 20 below 
here, as the air is dry. 
In February 
the cold weather comes on again and 
the mercury falls to about 70 below. 
That Is generally the limit, and after 
that time It moderates slowly until 
summer comes, and In July it is 'JU 
ftbove. But the miner who works un- 
derground never feels the heat, the 
atmosphere in the mines being like 
that of an Icehouse. 
The life of a 
placer mine is about seven years. 
Ther« i« ft vast amount of undiscov- 
ered mining country, which i» doubt- 
less as rich as any yet known and de- 
veloped."—Milwaukee Free Pre»«.

Cream Crullers—Two scant cupfuls 
of granulated 
sugar,

der in sulljcient flour to roll out soft. 
Cut into shapes and fry in hot lurd. 


Potatoes an Gratin—One cupful of 
diced boiled potatoes, one-half cupful 
of cracker crumbs, two tablespoonfuls 
of melted butter and two-thirds of a 
cupful of cheese. 
Put layers of each 
potatoes and cheese In a buttered bak- 
ing dish, cover Avitii crumbs, pour over 
a cupful of milk or white sauce and 
bake twenty minutes in a moderate 
oven. 


Turkish Rice—Wash very thoroughly 
a cupful of rice. Dissolve four table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan and 
add to it one cupful of strained tomato, 
one pint of water, a teaspoonful of salt, 
a saltspoonful of pepper and ix tea- 
spoonful of onion juice. Turn the rice 
Into the saucepan with this mixture, 
and wlien it begins to boil set where 
it Avill cook very slowly for an hour. 
Do not stir the rice, and when done 
serve at once. 


Pineapple Muffins—Sift two and one- 
half cupfuls of flour and mix with it 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
a saltspoonful of salt and four dessert- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Beat two eggs in 
a bowl and into It pour two-thirds of a 
coffee cupful of milk; add this to the 
other mixture and beat in three table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Lastly stir 
in one cupful of grated pineapple. Fill 
the muffin rings two-thirds full and 
bake about twenty-five minutes. 


STEALING LAND FROM 


THE GOVERNMENT. 


A Law Known at the Foreii-Rt* 
strve Act Plays *n Important Part 
in These Gigantic Fraudst 


A law that plays an Important part 
In the land frauds is known as the 
forest reserve act, by which there may 
be set aside by Presidential proclama- 
tion public lands in the States and Ter- 
ritories to be preserved as forests. The 
usual method of creating a forest re- 
serve from the school land of a Stato 
is to grant to the State other public 
land in lieu of that withdrawn. In the 
event that the State has already Issuetl 
patents to privato individuals for this 
land, or any part of it, the Govern- 
ment issues "scrip" to such holders— 
that Is. it allows them to take up other 
lands owned by tho Unitoti States, in 
place of those State sohool lands with- 
drawn for the forest reserve. Here 1» 
whore tlie land-grabbers found tholr 
easiest way to defraud the Govorn- 
niont. 


Tho "schoor' lands are froquontly 
worthless. 
In Oregon and California, 
for example, where tho greater part 
of this particular method of land-grab- 
hlng was carried on, many of tho lands 
wore located in the mountainous re- 
gions of the States. 
On the other 
hand, the lands given in exchange by 
tho Government are tho choicest in the 
country. 
Tho Government lands re- 
ceived in oxchange "svoro Avorth from 
?r> to $25 an acre, somotimos more. 
Stato law provides that after an appli- 
cation for pun^hase of school lands 
has been legally illod tho applicant 
may assign tho land to whomsoever 
he plensos. 
In this way hundreds of 
thousands of acres of school lauds Avore 
assigned to tho men who had planned 
tho wholesale raids on the public do- 
main.—Harper's Weekly.

Vaccination. 


Section 12 of the Act of Assembly of 
June 18, 1S95, declares that ‘♦All pnnci- 
pals or other persons in charge of schools 
as aforesaid (namely, public, private, pa­ 
rochial, iSunday or other school) are here­ 
by required to refuse the admission of any 
child to the schools under their charge or 
supervision, except upon a certificate sign­ 
ed by a physician, setting forth that such 
child has been successfully vaccinated, or 
that it has previously had small-pox.^’ 
Section 21 of the same Act provides 
“ That the penalty for failure, neglect or 
refusal to comply with or violation ot this 
requirement shall, for every offence, upon 
conviction thereof before any ujayor, bur­ 
gess, alderman, police magistrate of jus­ 
tice of the peace, be a fine or penalty of 
not less than i5, or more than §100, and 
in default of payment thereof, imprison­ 
ment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding sixty days.^'

Tho town of Huddorsflold, England, 
which stands In the front rank of the 
cities that have adopted the plan of 
public utilities owned and controlled 
by the municipal authorities, has re­ 
cently taken a further step and pro­ 
vided for child-rearing under official di­ 
rection. Realizing that a large part of 
the death rate among the poor was of 
Infants under one year of age, owing to 
insufficient or unintelligent care and 
nourishment, the Mayor of the city of­ 
fered a bonus of $4 to every child 
born In one of tho districts that should 
attain the age of twelve months. This 
oCfer, which is to hold good during the 
term of the present incumbent’s May­ 
oralty, led the local health authorities 
to consider whether steps should not 
be taken toward saving the lives of In­ 
fants. 
Accordingly they decided to offer a re. 
ward of one shilling to the first person 
who should Inform the medical officer 
of the birth of a child within forty- 
eight hours of its occurrence. 
Tho 
mother Is then to be visited by physi­ 
cians and women health visitors, Avho 
w ill instruct her as to the best methods 
of feeding, washing and clothing the 
child, while. In addition, detailed in­ 
structions are to be prepared and print­ 
ed for general distrihutiop. 
The health visitors w ill also examine 
the homes of the mothers and factories 
and other places where women are em­ 
ployed, and cases where deaths of 
children under one year have occurred 
w ill be investigated. 
Furthermore, a 
year’s experiment w ill be iindertaken 
with a day nursery, where children will 
be cared for and sterilized milk will 
be supplied for the babies. 
Hudders­ 
field is a manufacturing town, and th*’ 
authorities consider that its presen* 
strength can best be preserved through 
maintaining Its native labor. 
The?- 
therefore believe that’ if the inrant 
mortality Is reduced to a minimum a 
large majority of the children will 
grow to manhood 
and womanhood. 
The experiment Is Intei’estlng.—Har­ 
per’s Weekly.

STEALING LAND FROM 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


A Law Known at the Fore*t«Rt* 
strve Act Plays an Important Part 
in These Gigantic Frauds* 


A law that plays: an Important part 
In the land frauds is known as the 
forest reserve act, by which there may 
be set aside by Presidential proclama­ 
tion public lands in the States and Ter* 
rltories to be preserved as forests. The 
usual method of creating a forest re­ 
serve from the school land of a Stato 
is to grant to the State other public 
land in lieu of that withdrawn. In the 
event that the State has already issueil 
patents to private individuals for this 
land, or any part of it, the Govern­ 
ment Issues “ scrip’* to such holder»— 
that is. It allows them to take up other 
lands ownoil by the Uniteil States, in 
place of those State school lands with­ 
drawn for the forest reserve. Here Is 
w’here the land-grabbers found their 
easiest way to defraud the Govern­ 
ment. 
The “ schoor’ lands are frequently 
worthless. 
In Oregon and California, 
for example, where the greater part 
of this particular method of land-grab- 
hlng was carried on. many of the lands 
were looated in the mountainous re­ 
gions of the States. 
On tho other 
hand, the lands given In exchange by 
the Government are the choicest in the 
country. 
The Government lands re­ 
ceived in exchange were worth from 
?r> to $25 an acre, sometimes more. 
Stale law provides that after an appli­ 
cation for purchase of school lands 
has been legally filed the applicant 
may assign the land to whomsoever 
lie pleases. 
In this way hundreds of 
thousands of acres of school lands were 
assigned to the men who had planned 
the wholesale raids on the public do­ 
main.—Harper’s Weekly.
